Proceedings of the Second Session of the Fifth 
Parliament. 

FIFTH DAY.

Mr. Speaker road a petition from tho 
Hon. A. E. B. Davie, .stating that on ac- 
count of illness ho was compelled to re- 
main away during the present session, 
and praying that leave of absence may 
he granted him. 

PRIVILEGE. 

I »n a question of privilege. Hon. Mr. 
Robson said that in The Colonist in 
the course of the debate upon the third 
clauso of the reply to the speech of his 
honor the Lieutenant-governor, he was 
made to say that the principal farmers of 
Westminster district were quite content 
with the increase made with certain taxes 
last session. What he had endeavored to 
convey was that thoy were content with 
the harvest and market, 

Mr. Grant corrected a report in The 
Colonist which credited him with having 
said chat Victoria had floated a loan at <li 
per cent. What he did say was that they 
been offered a large sum at that figure. 

Mr. Ladner brought the attention of 
the house to the fact that disease Mas pre- 
valent among the horses of Vancouver, 
and asked if the government had taken 
any action in the matter. It was urgent 
that some stops should be taken.

ADJOURNED DEBATE ON THE REPLY TO TI1K 
SPEECH. 

Mr. Grant, resuming tho debate, re- 
ferred again to the settlement bill, and 
thought that tho government were cen- 
surable for not having taking precautions 
against any dispute about the ownership 
uf tlio precious metals being raised. 

Lion. Mr. Then. Davie said that the 
amendment and the speech of the lion, 
member who had introduced it were at 
variance, the one indulged the hope of 
the appeal being successful, whilst tho 
other expressed the hupe that the appeal 
would bo dropped as it was hopeless. The 
question raised by tho amendment was 
the first attack of tho opposition — worthy 
that name — and deserving of a courteous 
and full answer from the government and 
which he (Air. Davie) would now endeavor 
to give. Two tilings are alleged hero (1. ) 
That tho blunders of the government 
have lost the province the precious metals 
within tho licit, or at all events impelled 
this suit in respect of them. (2.) That 
the alternative sections in tho U.K. belt 
being tho property of the province, have 
been forfeited by tho settlement bill. He 
would deal with eacli of these statements 
separately and demonstrate how false and 
hollow they both were. First as to the 
metals. Whatever bo the truo construc- 
tion of the settlement act we are in no 
better or worse position in regard to the 
minerals than under the original terms of 
.union — tho language of tho terms of 
union affecting the grant being iden- 
tical so far a3 ali'eets minerals — 
with the Yollowhead Pass grant in 
1880 and the grant in the settlement act. 
The terms of union being a treaty it was 
not competent foy either contracting party 
to alter tho treaty. Then tho question 
resolved itself into this: Do the precious 
metals pass to tho Dominion under tho 
language employed in the terms of union/ 
and upon this question three of the judges 
of tho Supremo Court of Canada held 
that they passed to tho Dominion, whilst 
two, eqtfally eminent judges, have held 
that thoy belong to tho province. .Judgo 
Founder, an eminent constitutional law- 
yer, at one timo Minister of .Justice, who, 
before the case had been fully argued, 
had given judgment against the province 
upon the appeal, and after more exhaus- 
tive argument reversed his former judg- 
ment and was one of the two giving judg- 
ment in favor of the province. Yet in 
face of this authority and conflict of 
judicial opinion the mover of the amend- 
ment lias the temerity to give his positive 
assurance that our case is hopeless. 
There was only time to give a brief 
sketch of the argument in favor of the 
province I The British North America 
act, by one section, declares the land 
within the province to be tho property of 
tho province, and by a different section 
makes the precious metals ami royalties 
idso tho property of the province, hear- 
ing in mind this distinction and the 
recognized legal principle that under a 
grant of land from the sovereign precious 
metals and royalties never pass, unless 
expressly mentioned, tho sovereign, that 
is the province, under section 11 of 
the terms of union, agreed to convey 
to the Dominion, in trust, to be appro- 
priated for railway purposes, tho "hinds" 
along the line of tho railway, but made no 
mention of the mines or royalties, which, 
it, was therefore contended, remain vested 
in tho original sovereign, the province, 
The only interest the Dominion litis in the 
lands is a trust for railway purposes, 
and when tho Dominion in furtherance of 
tho trust have -sold the land, it loses 
further interest therein. The purchaser 
tolds it from tho province, and subject to 
its titlo paramount. Then as to tho al- 
ternate sections, by the terms of 
union, section 11, British Columbia, 
agreed to convey to tho Dominion a 
similar extent of public lands along the 
lino of railway, throughout its entire 
length in British Columbia (not to exceed 
20 miles on each side of the line) as may 
bo appropriated for tho saino purpose by 
the Dominion, from the public lands 
of the Northwest Territories and 
Province of Manitoba. The same 
language was used in the settlement act 
except that instead of using the words 
"as may be appropriated, etc.," the set- 
tlement act employed the language "as 
provided in section 11, Terms of Union,'' 
which, of cotirso, meant tho same thing. 
In order to ascertain, then, what land the 
Dominion is entitled to within the railway 
holt we havo to ascertain what land was 
appropriated for railway purposes by the 
Dominion from tho Northwest Ter- 
ritories and Manitoba, and the answer 
is to ho found in clauso 11 of tho contract 
with tho C. P, Railway made by the gov- 
ernment and enacted in 44 Vic, chap. 1, 
which appropriates '25,000,000 acres in 
favor of tho company, British Columbia 
(as before shown) by the terms of union 
agreed to convey to Canada a similar 
extent 'of public lands along tho lino of 
tho railway throughout its ent ire length 
in British Columbia (not to exceed, how- 
ever, twonty miles on eacli side 
thereof) as might bo appropriated for 
tht», same purpose by Canada from 
tho public lands in tho territories 
and Manitoba, Truo it is, that the 11th 
clauso of tho C. P. R. contract provides 
that in tho Territories tho land shall, 
along thu lino of railway bo taken in alter- 
nate sections, and any deficiency in the 
25,000.000 acres made up from other 
lands in tho fertile belt of tho Territories, 
but that fact makes no difference in Brit- 
ish Columbia — the agreement British 
Columbia entered into was not to grant 



the same number of acres per mile, nor 
to grant in British Columbia a similar ex- 
tent to that appropriated by Canada along 
the railway in tho Territories, and Mani- 
toba, but to grant along tho line of rail- 
way in British Columbia, an extent simi- 
lar to that appropriated in the Territories 
and Manitoba, provided that such 
grant should not in British Columbia 
exceed a bolt of'twenty miles on each side 
of the railway. From Burrard Inlet, to 
tvamloops, which portion of the railway 
was constructed by Canada, is 213 miles, 
and from Kamloops to the summit of tho 
Kicking Horse Pass at the eastern boun- 
dary of British Columbia, is 2!I5 miles, 
508 miles in ail equivalent to 13,004,800 
acres. So the entire belt, being less than 
the 25,000,000 acres, appropriated in the 
Territories and Manitoba, belongs to 
Canada whether under clause LI of tho 
Terms of, Union or its corresponding 
clauso in the Settlement bill. (Mr. Davie 
was listened to with marked attention and 
concluded amid applause.) 

i\lr. Seiulin said lie was amused with 
the lion, gentleman referring to the temer- 
ity of the Opposition in questioning the 
decision of the Supreme Court of Canada, 
when in the same breath he staled that 
thoy were going to light tho decision of 
a majority of the Supreme Court of Oan- 



11 on. Mr. Davie- The lion, gentleman 
did not understand me. I said that it was 
temerity on tho part of the lion, mover of 
the amendment to question the desirabil- 
ity of appealing to the privy council in or- 
der to recover the minerals, especially 
when two judges had decided in their 
favor. 

Mr. Semlin made several statements 
about the settlement act, the ownership 
of the minerals, with regard to the grant 
of land for the railway, and summed up by 
stating that at the time tho settlement 
bill was drawn up the question of owner- 
ship of the minerals should have been set- 
tled. 

The amendment was put and lost by a 

vote of 17 to 7. 

On clause 13, referring to the action 
taken against the railway for recovery of 
the bond of $250, 000, 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys desired to know 
when the returns asked for were likely to 
be brought down. 

Mr. Semlin thought that the §250,000 
guarantee should have been cash instead 
of sureties. It hud given rise to a proba- 
ble interminable lawsuit. 

Hon. Mr. Davie asked if the resolu- 
tion asking for returns had been moved. 

Hon, Mr. Humphreys said he had riot, 
but lie would like to know when the re- 
turns would be furnished them. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said as soon as the re- 
solution was passed the ret urns would be 
brought down immediately, and as the 
question would be then opened up for 
discussion, the hon. gentleman would have 
every chance for criticism. The govern- 
ment were prepared to back up any state- 
ment in the address by official documents. 
With regard to die claim of the hon. mem- 
ber for S'ale that cash- should have been 
put up, it was one thing to demand it and 
another U) get it. It was usual in business 
dealing to take sureties, and in the pre- 
sent case, the railway company had given 
first-class sureties, and had they not taken 
them it might have caused the suspension 
•f arrangements for the extension of the 
line. In any case, the province would have 
been in about the same position, for in- 
stead of being plaintiffs they would have 
been defendants in a suit. So far the suit 
brought by the government had met with 
success, and if tho recent decision by the 
chief justice was sustained on the appeal 
it would remain for the province to assess 
damages (hear, hear). 

Mr. Bole thought the returns mention- 
ed in these various paragraphs should be 
brought down without request. Ho 
thought, notwithstanding his learned 
friend's ingenious explanation, that if the 
cash had been put up it would have been 
much more in the interests of the pro- 
vince. A bird in the hand was worth two 
in the bush. It was his hum- 
ble opinion that, on appeal, the 
recent judgment would ho over-ruled 
(oh I oh !) The agreement purporting 
to be a bond he did not consider worth 
the paper it was written on, and ho felt 
confident that if tho question overreached 
the privy council his opinion would he 
sustained. 

Mr. Grant also thought that, cash would 
havo been the best security. Tho docu 
ments relating to the question should first 
be placed before the house before passing 
the address. 

The clause passed. 

Clause 14, referring to the $25,000 for- 
feit of tho Kootenay Railway & Transpor- 
tation Co., passed. 

Clause 16 referred to the regret of the 
house at the colliery disaster at Nanaimo. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys thought that 
necessary safeguards were riot placed 
around the miners who were in tho mines. 
If the government had assented to tho 
bill that had boon placed before them, in 
his humble opinion and firm conviction 
the colliery disaster would not have hap- 
pened. 

Hon. Mr. Davie-— Bosh ! 
Hon. Mr. Humphreys — Bosh ! it is too 
painful a matter for sucli expressions. 
The honorable leader of the government 
says "bosh." Why, sir, if the honorable 
gentleman had voted for this bill and 

allowed it to piss the house 

Hon. Mr. Robson — 1 would like to ask 
tho honorable gentleman if he is referring 
to me. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys —If you will 
wait, you will see who I am referring to. 

Hon. Mr. Robson — I have asked a 
question and desire it to be answered. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys proceeded with- 
out answering and Mr. Speaker called him 
to order. The lion, gentleman asked who 
said '•bosK.'" 

Hon. Mr. Robson said ho had not, 
Hon. Mr. Humphreys — Well, who did? 
(Laughter. ) 

Hun. Mr. Davie — If tho lion, gontlo- 
man desires to know who used tho term, 
1 will inform him that it was myself; and 
I again say it is bosh! 

Mr. Speaker said the lion, gentleman 
(Mr. EL J must be more careful in imput- 
ing tilings to hon. gentlemen improperly. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys referred again to 
the provision sought to be inserted in the 
mining act by the late Mr. Raybould, and 
endeavored to censure the government. 
He had no confidence in the ministry and 
they knew what for (laughter), Why this 
house refused to take this requisite matter 
into consideration lie could not under- 
stand. He would move the following 
amendment: 

"Wo are highly gratified to gather 
from tho lieu t. -governor's spoecli that the 
past year affords some cause for con- 
gratulation. But while wo sincoroly de- 
ploro the torriblo colliery calamity which 
bofol Nanaimo, wo share tho opinion ex- 
pressed by tho coal minors that 
had Mr. Raybould's bill for tho bettor 
protection of tho men who work in coal 
mines become tho law of the land, tho re- 
cent hoartrouding disasters could hnve 
been lessened, and probably would not 
havo liapponed. And while all Christian 
and impartial men mind severely censure 
the government for withholding the neces- 
sary and humane protection, wo gludly 



avail ourselves of the lardy invitation to 
legislate the requisite safeguards around 
thu hardy and industrious coal miner." 

Mr, Ladner said it was his painful duty 
to second the amendment. He bad heard 
that if Mr. Raybould's amendment had 
passed that this calamity would havo been 
averted. He would bo glad to assist in 
moving a bill that would afford additional 
protection. 

Hon. Mr. Duiisinuir said that there was 
no ono in or outside the house that felt 
the calamities so acutely as ho did (hear, 
hear). He had listened with pain to the 
remarks of the hon. gentleman from 
Comox, who was not a miner and did not 
know anything whatever of what he was 
talking about (laughter). When tho min- 
ing act was under consideration lie had 
sent it to England and had the regulations 
of the English act incorporated with the 
British Columbia act, and there were a 
hundred collieries in England to one here. 
There could not bo a bettor mining act 
framed. The miners themselves bad ap- 
proved of it and said that they 
were bettor regulations than they 
could frame themselves. Tho provis- 
ion that Mr. Raybould sought to 
havo incorporated was one providing 
for tho examination of firemen by the 
miners themselves. But there was a bet- 
ter provision in the bill as it then stood, 
and he had frequently urged the miners 
for their own safety to seo that they 
were carried out. He challenged the 
hon. gentleman to prove any instance 
where the regulations provided had not 
beon carried out by the mino owners. 
The speaker quoted a section from the 
mining act which allowed a coinmitteo of 
miners to examine and inspect all por- 
tions of mines for themselves at any time. 
Five months ago ho had occasion to meet 
the miners and had urged them to take 
every advantage of this provision for their 
own protection. Thoy had never been 
hindered from appointing their own tire- 
man, their own check weigher and they 
could examine the mines every day. He 
was sony to hear any one talk- 
ing on the floor of the house 
about things that they did not 
understand. Before he came down 
last Saturday ho had told the committee 
of miners that if they could frame any 
provisions that would better protect the 
safety of tho miners and the mines ho 
would endeavor to gut it passed through 
this house (applause.) The recent calam 
ity was the fault of one man's carelessness, 
and it was impossible to frame laws to 
prevent that. He would endeavor in 
every way in his power to bring forth any 
laws that would in any degree better pro- 
tect the miners. It was his desire, and 
that of other coal mino owners, that every 
possible safeguard should be secured in 
order that explosions such as had taken 
place would bo prevented (applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Davie was sure every honor- 
able gentleman felt grieved at the sad 
calamities that during tho year had be- 
fallen Nanaimo and Wellington; and he 
felt also that every man inside and out of 
this house would aid in every way in his 
power to prevent a further recurrence of 
such disasters. An endeavor had been 
made to hold up this government to the 
world as being responsible for tho recent 
calamity. He had said it was bosh 
and nonsense, but he thought that 
such words did not express it fully, 
it was cowardico and cruelty that 
prompted it, and the men who had 
made tho attempt should be held up'to 
tho execration of the community. The 
honorable member for Yalo had stated 
that one of the provisions of Mr. Ray- 
bould's bill was that the fireman should 
visit it once a month instead of thrice as 
previously, Why, it was the duty of the 
firemen to visit the workings at over)' 
shift. He thought this proved conclusively 
that the honorablo gentlemen did not 
understand what thoy wore talking about. 
None of the honorablo gentlemen had en- 
deavored to show where Mr. Raybould's 
bill would have prevented such an acci- 
dent. So far as lie was cencerned he was 
willing to accept the verdict of tho jury 
in the matter, which proved conclusively 
the cause of tho explosion. Ho could 
not understand why the honorablo gen- 
tlemen should endeavor to hold tho gov- 
ernment responsible, and indirectly the 
one mine owner on the floor of tho house. 

Mr. McLeese thought the Raybould 
bill would havo aided in the protection of 
tho miners. It provided for an imspoc- 
tion of the mine by five of the miners 
themselves, and might havo prevented 
the recent calamity. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon did not believe that 
there was a man who did not sympathize 
with the unfortunate sufferers in the re- 
cent explosions. Thoro wero not words 
too strong to condemn the lion, gen tie- 
men who wore endeavoring to make 
political capital out of thece sad occur- 
rences (applause.) The hon. gentleman 
from Comox used his tlow of language for 
tho purpose of making a cowardly and 
malignant charge against the government, 
Ho had stated that if tho government 
had not opposed the Raybould bill the 
recent awful calamity would not have 
occurred. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys disclaimed the 
use of the language. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon contended that the 
charge was imputed ill the language used. 
Had the miners, who wero a very intelli- 
gent body of men, been of the opinion 
that Raybould's bill would havo afforded 
them additional safeguards, they would 
have again appealed to tho legislature for 
its passage (hear hear.) But tho fact that 
they had not, proved that' they did not 
hold such an opinion. He could only 
characterize the attempts of the hon. gen- 
tleman from Comox as political bombast 
and claptrap (hear, hear.) 

Mr. Fry said tliero could be no doubt 
that every member on tho floor of tho 
house deeply sympathized with tho suf- 
ferers in the recent great calamity. Ho 
could not see how the bill which Mr. 
Raybould had introduced would havo pre- 
vented them. Ever since tho institution 
of coal mining those accidents from some 
unforseon cause or other occurred, and 
they probably always would tako place. 
The hon. member for Comox evinced no 
desire to discuss the Nanaimo explosion, 
which was oven more- disastrous than that 
at Wellington; he confined himself siniply 
to tho latter, although it was not men- 
tioned in the clauso under consideration. 

The Hon. Mr. Robson said statements 
had been made both in and out of this 
house to tho effect that tho blood of theso 
who perished at Nanaimo and Wellington 
by tho recent lamentable colliery accident 
lay at the door of tho government and 
their supporters who voted down the 
Raybould bill, which would have avorted 
these calamities. Ho confessed himself 
utterly at a loss to find language sufficient- 
ly sovoro in which to denounce such state- 
ments — statements as cowardly as they 
were unwarranted by facts. In his capa- 
city as minister of mines lie had been 
present at tho enquiries held in connec- 
tion with both of those colliery disasters; 
and the evidence and verdicts in both in- 
stances pointed unmistakably to blown-out 
shots and coal dust as tho cauao, and a 
glance at tho Raybould bill would show 
that' it did not deal with either of those 
elements of danger, and, consequently, 
could havo had no possible influonco in

The Opening Day. 

London, Feb. 9.— Tho opening of par- 
liament to-day was attended with less ex- 
citemont and in all respects quietor than 
any similar occasion in many year*, not- 
withstanding tho peculiar and grave char- 
acter of thu legislation which will occupy 
the session. Mr. Pyne, who successfully 
evaded arrest in Ireland for several 
months and Mr. Gilhooly against whom a 
warrant is also in tho hands of 
the Irish polico, were in their seats. 
Messrs. O'Brien and Dillon are still in 
France and their absence, especially that 
of the former, disappointed a great many 
persons who are curious to observe what 
disposition will bo manifested toward him 
by the government leaders when he makes 
his appearance in tho house. Gladstone, 
with his wife, drove to the house in an 
open carriage and was repeatedly cheered 
along tho route. As he entered the palace 
Lord Hartington, who was standing by, 
stepped aside to allow him to pass, but 
gave him no sign of recognition. This act 
was a sign for an immense outburst of 
cheering from the admirers of tho grand 
old man, and he gracefully acknowledged 
the tributo by bowing. Lord Salisbury 
was silently saluted by a small crowd as- 
sembled near the poors' entrance, but 
beyond this there was no demonstration 
in his honor. At 7:30 p.m. Mr. Gladstone 
opened the ball by rising to speak in reply 
to the speech from the throne. All eyes 
were turned on him at once. He confined 
his criticism chiofly to that portion of th 
speech referring to Ireland, which he de- 
nounced as altogether erroneous and 
misleading not to say untrue. 

IS'nlioiinliU .HertliiK. 

The nationalist members of parliament 
met to-day in the parliament buildings. 
Mr. Parnell and other officers wore re- 
elected. Sympathy was oxpressed for the 
sufferers under the coercion act and a voto 
of thanks to English supporters of the 
Irish homo rule policy was unanimously 
passed. The meeting then adjourned un- 
til after the reading of the Queen's speech, 
when a course of action to bo pursued will 
bo decided upon. A resolution was also 
adopted by tho nationalist members of 
parliament at their meeting to-day thank- 
ing tho American peoplo for their gener- 
ous support, and praying for its continu- 
ance as one of the most important factors 
in bringing the struggle for home rule to 
a close. 

Voiice «>r Amendment, 

In the house of commons this evening 
Mr. Parnell gave notice that lie would 
introduce a bill amending tho Irish land 
law amendment act. 

Sails Tor New York. 

Liverpool, Teh. 9.— Harry Perkins, 
who was arrested here on a charge of 
stealing jewelry from Frederick Cutler of 
Boston, and subsquently released, sailed 
to-day on the Celtic for New York. 

Accusation* Kcpudlatrd. 

Bf.rlin, Feb. 9.— Prince William of 
Prussia, speaking at a dinner of tho 
Brandenburg regiment last night, said: 
"1 know that a section of the public, 
especially abroad, imputes to me a careless, 
thoughtless longing for war for tho sake 
of glory. God preserve mo from such 
criminal giddiness. 1 repudiate all such 
accusations with horror." 

Treaty of Commerce. 

Vienna, Fob. 8. — Debate was begun in 
the Reichstag to-day on a bill to prolong 
the treaty of commerce between Austria 
and Germany. Count Von Taffe, presi- 
dent of the council, denied cortuin asser- 
tions that tho presont policy of the 
government tended to impede the al- 
liance. "The government," he said, 
"cannot be charged with opposing the 
continued existence of the alliance. Our 
relations with Germany have now been 
upheld for nine years and 1 hope, with 
God's help, they may continue for a long 
time to come." 

t'onitiilercil Unfair. 

Pesth, Feb. 10.— The journals of all 
shades of politics in this city insist on the 
unfairness of Prince Bismarck's vio,v that 
neither the Berlin treaty nor the proto- 
cols of the Berlin congress contain sug- 
gestions concerning Russia's privileges in 
Bulgaria. If Russia attempts to enforce 
illegal measures in Bulgaria these criti- 
cises over Austria will be according to 
th, provisions of the Berlin treaty. 



Congress would bo informed in ample 
time to pass independent legislation. 
Belmont further said, any treaty arrange- 
ment with China to prevent Chinese im- 
migration would of course havo to be 
supplemented by some stringent legis- 
lation, and perhaps by some treaty 
stipulation with Great Britain to suppress 
the introduction of Coolie labor by way 
of Hongkong and Vancouver, by which 
means our present restriction laws wore 
largely avoided, but it was understood 
thore would be no difficulty on this score.

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

lutnortaut Legislation Regarding thcChlneie, 
Which Labor on tho Western Coast 
Will Appreciate. 



(Snucinl to The Colonist.) 
Washington, Feb. 8. — Chairman Bel- 
mont of the committee on foreign affairs, 
made ail important statement in regard to 
the Chineso quostion. He said tho Chi- 
nese question beforo congress is now Hear- 
ing completion. It is understood in fact 
that a draft of the proposed treaty had 
been transmitted to the Chinese minister 
recently, containing such modifications in 
the existing treaties as would bring about 
a complote exclusion of that class of emi- 
grants to which tho people of the western 
coast objected. It was only just to the 
Chinese government to say thore was no 
disposition on thoir part to stand in the 
way of such an agroomcnt, and it is bo- 
lieved that there was a strong prospect 
that within a month we would havo a 
treaty which will effectually dispose of the 
quostion. It would of course be necessary 
for congress to enact legislation to 
carry out the purposes of such 
a treaty, and therofore it was 
desirable that bills now pending 
before tho house should not be hastily 
acted upon. If there should bo a failure 
of negotiation, which did not seem likely, 



(Speolal to The Colonist.) 
London, Feb. 9.— Parliament roas- 
sembled to-day. Approaches to the par- 
liament buildings and the adjacent stroot 
were crowded with people. They wero 
quiet and orderly for tho most part and 
nothing occurred to mar the occasion. Tho 
Beof-Eaters in accordance with ancient 
custom searched the vaults of the build- 
ings for gunpowder and dynamite, but 
neither explosive or miscreants wero 
found. Tho session was opened by the 
reading of the Queen's Speech by tho 
Lord Higli Chancellor and was as 
follows: 

My Lords and Gentlemen: — We 
continue to receive from all powers cordial 
assurances of friendly sentiments, as well 
as an earnest desire to maintain the peace 
of the world. My officers, in conjunction 
with those of Russia, have completed tho 
demarcation of Afghanistan in conformity 
with the convention of 1887. I trust 
the work thus concluded will tend to re- 
move the possibility of a misunderstand- 
ing between both powers regarding Asian 
>ossessions. I deeply regret that tho 
efforts to induce King John of Abyssinia 
to refrain from war with Italy have boon 
unsuccessful. The fisheries conference at 
Washington is progressing. Tho negoti- 
ations with respect to regulations of the 
Suez Canal have boon concluded so far as 
France and England are concerned, Eng- 
land has :dso entered into an agreement 
with France for the protection-of life and 
property in the Now Hebrides by a joint 
naval commission. The conference 
held in London to consider the 
possibility of ending the injurious 
system of sugar bounties progressed con- 
siderably towards a conclusion of satisfac- 
tory arrangements. The estimates for 
1888 have been framed with due regard 
to economy. Parliament will be asked to 
provide for improvement of means for 
the defence of ports and coaling stations, 
made urgently necessary by tho advances 
in military science, and also to sanction 
an arrangement for a special squadron to 
protect Australian commerce, the colonies 
to partly bear the cost. Tho measures 
adopted by the last Parliament for tho 
government of Ireland havo beon 
carefully carried out. The result of 
this legislation, so far as tested 
by the short experience, is satisfac- 
tory. Agrarian crime has diminished 
and by the power of corecion conspiracies 
haveseriouslyabatcd. Measures tendingto 
developo the resources of Ireland and to 
facilitate an increase in the number of 
proprietors of the soil will bo presented. 
Attention will bo invited to tho subject 
of local government in England and 
measures will be piesented for dealing 
with it in combination with a proposal 
for adjusting relations between the gov- 
ernment and imperial finances, mitigating 
tho burdens imposed on rate-payers. The 
prospects of commerce are more hopeful 
than in many years. I regret there is no 
correspondent improvement in agriculture. 
I recommend that interest to the care of 
Parliament, hoping that means may bo 
found to meet tho difficulties under which 
it labors. Parliament will be invited to 
consider a proposal for cheapening the 
transfor of land and for modifying the 
procedure whereby the tithe rent charge 
is collected; for promoting tochnical edu- 
cation; for preventing undue preference 
in rates charged by railway companies on 
foreign and domestic produce; for rem- 
edying abuses in tho formation of com- 
panies under limited liability; for amend- 
ing the law regulating liabilities of 
employers in case of accidents; for im- 
proving the position of tho Scottish uni- 
versities; for regulating the borough po- 
lico of Scotland, and for diminishing 
the cost of private bill legislation." 

JIILLMAN FOUND GUILTY. 

Charlottetown, Feb. 5. — The Mill- 
man murder trial was concludod this 
evening, when a verdict of guilty was 
brought in. Millman fainted on hearing 
the verdict, and had to be taken from the 
court room. He will bo sentenced on 
Monday.

The executive board of tho K. of L. 
sent a communication to the management 
of the Reading Co., requesting a confer- 
ence to settle the strike by arbitration.

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CLOSE OF THE DEBATE. 

Tho discussion of the address, which 
began on Monday, closed yesterday. The 
Government came out of tho tight with 
flying colors and have more reason than 
ever to enjoy the conlidence of their 
supporters and the country. The Oppo- 
sition attack was most discreditable^ 
owing largely to the presence in tho 
House of T. B. Humphreys. The party 
which is saddled with such a nondescript 
is indeed deserving of the utmost sym- 
pathy. His low, cowardly insinuation 
with reference to the Hon. Mr. Turner is 
in it, we have reason to believe, relished 
by tho more gentlemanly members of the 
Opposition. The difference between Mr, 
Turner's remarks and those of Mr, Hum- 
phreys was that what the former said was 
true and what the latter said false. The 
public are aware of tho character of both 
men as citizens, and can readily judge 
between them. The attnek of the Oppo- 
sition generally was very weak and their 
arguments did not in the slightest degree 
affect the Government's position; the ad- 
ministration have been proved to be wise, 
liberal and progressive. The references 
to the recent colliery disaster at Welling- 
ton were not only fallacious but cowardly. 
They were meant to hurt Mr. Dunsmuir 
and through him the Government, but the 
poisoned arrows of the barbarian foe 
failed to reach their mark. In making a 
point of the late Mr. Raybould's bill be- 
ing thrown out, the members of the Oppo- 
sition showed a lack of familiarity with 
the question which, under the circum- 
stances, wasinexcusable. Tliatbill provided 
that the firemen should be examined by 
the miners. Now miners can examine the 
workings at any time, and as a matter of 
fact they do, while the Inspector makes a 
monthly visit. Only a few days before tho 
late accident a deputation, in accordance 
with the usual custom, visited the 
mine and pronounced it in excellent 
order. Then, too, firemen visit the 
workings at every shift and make a rigid 
examination. All these provisions are 
strictly carried out, and this being so it is 
difficult to see what better safeguards for 
the protection of the miners can be had. 
As a blown out shot was the cause of the 
explosion it is really difficult, to see what 
Mr. Raybould's bill had to do with it. 
Whatever practical suggestions can be 
made to that end will, however, receive 
the careful consideration of the Govern- 
ment. These matters seemed never to 
have been known to the Opposition 
speakers, and, while exposing their utter 
ignorance of the whole subject, they gave 
the Government an opportunity to make 
the situation clear. Tho object was, of 
course, t» injure the Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir 
whoso kind heart has hardly yet recover- 
ed from the terrible shock, which the un- 
timely death of so many of his employees 
caused him. It is unnecessary at this 
time to speak of the great financial loss 
which he sustained. The cruel words went 
wide of tho mark, for that gentleman must 
feel, as his friends do, that he his always 
been actuated by an earnest sense of his 
duty. In the verdict of the coroner's jury 
Mr. Dunsmuir has a certificate of character 
for his minus, which is a sufficient answer 
to tho diatribes of that gentleman's villi- 
fiors. That tho Oppositions speakers 
were thoroughly ashamed of thoinsolves 
after tho matter hud been explained to 
them was evidenced by their withdrawing 
tho amendment. It is an open secrot that 
this was done became several of tho more 
fair-minded members declined to place 
their names on record as voting for it. A 
more miserable exhibition than was made 
has seldom been witnessed on the floor of 
the House. The only result of the dis- 
cussion was that some dozen amendments 
wore ottered and in no case did the Oppo- 
sition number more than seven ; in some 
instances it was less. The Government 
had a solid support of seventeen members. 

A KIRK-DAMP INDICATOR. 

At a reeont meeting at Manchester <»f 
of the British Association, Mr. .J. Wilson 
Swan read a paper oh fire-damp indicators. 
Tho old tests for tho presence uf fire-damp 
in coal mines have bocoino ontiroly insuf- 
ficient. It is now a matter of vital inter- 
est to ascertain tho presence of small 
proportions of fire-damp in pit air. Tho 
danger is usually tested by means of tho 
flame of the safoty lamp, which shows, by 
elongation, when tho air had boco.no foul 
to the extent of 2 per cent, of fire damp; 



but it would show nothing at all if the 
proportion was less than 1 or 2 per cent. 
Yet 1 or 2 per cent, is quite h dangeroub 
proportion if the air is heavily laden with 
ooid dust, and there happens to bo a long 
tongue of flame projected into it by a 
blown but shot. The author bus been 
lately' striving to supply the want of a 
inure sensitive indicator of tire-damp, and 
the outcome of hib efforts was the appara 
tus he exhibited. With this apparatus 
tusts wore made of fire-damp in various 
parts of a colliery ; in a well* ventilated 
portion of tho pit one-eighth of 1 per cent, 
was dotootefl, and near a blower of gas 
per cent. 

ELECTRICITY OR THE GALLOWS? 

Mr. W. D. Howolls wrote a letter to 
Harper's Weekly in favor of substituting 
electricity for tho gallows as a mode of 
capital punishment, The Legislative 
Committee of tho State of Now York ap- 
pointed to report on the subject agrees 
With Mr. Howolls, though it does not go 
quite so far as to suggest that executions 
throughout the State might take place 
from the Governor's office, where his 
private Secretary or tho Governor himself 
"might touch a little annunciation button, 
and dismiss i murderer to the presence 
of his Maker with the lightest pressure 
of the finger." Wo presume there is 
no doubt that death by electricity 
can lie made instantaneous, while 
death by hanging cannot Hut hanging 
is merely suffocation as drowning is, and 
has usually been considered a compara- 
tively painless way of ending life. 
Whether an electric current passed 
through the brain, would allow any time 
to think or realize pain at all, is a ques- 
tion which can bo decided only by a jury 
of exports. There is a horrible impres- 
sivenoss about the substitution of the 
electrician for the hangman which is not 
out of harmony with the cold-blooded 
severity of justice. Whether it would act 
mure powerfully as a deterrent to crime 
than the present system is a question 
very difficult to answer.

CHINA AWAKENINU. 

There was a new and significant page of 
history opened for China a few days ago, 
says the Hongkong Daily Journal, of the 
3rd ult., when ft British nnval officer of 
high rank; commanding a powerful Chi- 
nese squadron of war-ships, quietly stenm- 
eil into Hongkong harbour, took up a 
commanding position opposite the city, 
and began tiring his guns. A tlag that 
has been scouted, laughed at and insulted 
for generations — sometimes with excus- 
able cause, — at that moment soared aloft 
from a grave of oblivious contempt, and 
waved nobly, and perhaps defiantly, from 
the post of honor on board an Oriental 
squadron stronger and fleeter than these 
Eastern seas have ever known. No ships 
of any nation have yet anchored in this 
harbour so fully and powerfully equipped 
t" destroy, or so thoroughly compotent to 
annihilate distance either in the pursuit 
of foes or in the defenco of a widespread- 
tug sea-shore, as tho ships of that new 
Chinese squadron. They arrived in Hong- 
kong as friends, and they have been 
created for the four hundred millions of 
China by a considerable amount of Euro- 
pean eagerness and influence, yet 
their existence to-day on the Chi- 
nese littoral indicates and oven 
necessitates tho beginning of the end of a 
condition of things which has been an 
injustice to this feeble empire for a hun- 
dred years. The bombardment of Can- 
ton, tho soige of Pekin — when the an- 
cient capital was invested and paraded by 
troops of the splendid cavalry of England 
and France — the war in Touquin, and the 
recent bombardment of Pagoda Anchor- 
age by the French, are now events which 
will have few repetitions, for the simple 
reason that each party, knowing the re- 
sources possessed by tho other, will be 
slow to give offence, and will be long- 
suffering before attempting to 'let loose 
the dogs of war.' Between Croat Britain 
and China there can be few questions of 
soriousdisputefrom this time forward. We 
lou't envy China her territory, and have 
to wish to trouble her in any way, fur- 
ther than to trade on fair terms of recip- 
rocity for the benefit of mankind gener- 
dly. It is widely different with other 
nations. France, for example, is seeking 
with Herculean but warily quiet effort, to 
establish an eastern Empire, and to 
filch from China and Siam not merely 
the foundations to establish such, 
for they already exist, but tho 
moral strength whereby England pos- 
sessed herself of the great territory of 
Hindostan. Russia in the north is playing 
a similar game. She holds universal sway 
in those regions which, though enormous 
in their area, are poor and sterile in the 
production of wealth, and lacking nearly 
everything which goes to make the power 
of her empire felt and respected. During 
half of the year Russia and her subjects 
are frozen but of their dominions, and 
that is tho reason why the groat "White 
Czar" and his councillors are so eagerly 
pressing their influence and their forces 
on tho northern boundaries of China 
ts-day. But from tho moment that these 
sullen and ominous-looking "iron devils" 
came silently advancing in Indian file 
through the narrows of tho Ly-oo-nioon, 
thoir appearance might' be accoptod as a 
rebuke, if not a challenge, to tho way- 
wardness ol Western states, whoso consu- 
lar ensigns looked down on them from tho 
rocky heights of Hongkong.

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HINTS ABOUT DIAMONDS. 



glic Not the liest Criterion of Theli 
Value— A. Broker's Story. 

"Do you know anything about dia- 
monds?" 
"No." 

"I am surprised at the admission. 
Nearly every man thinks ho is posted. It 
usually fulls to the lot of the common 
individual to buy diamonds, moro or less, 
in the course of his career, and in that 
experience to gather more misinforma- 
tion than is disseminated on any other 
subject. Some of the misinformation is 
scattered purposely; but much of it igno- 
rantly. It, is apart of a jeweler's busi- 
ness to talk well. Consequently when- 
ever lie stands behind his counter and a 
customer steps in front of it he feels it 
bis duty to fill the customer's head with 
pleasant impressions about the goods of- 
fered. Of course that is business. I do 
not say that there is more willful misrep- 
resentation about diamonds than about 
any oth'<r goixls, but I do say that the or- 
dinary jmveler is a mighty poor judge of 
the value of diamonds." 

Thus spoke an importer to a friend the 
other day. 

"There is only one class of men," the 
proprietor continued, "whom the trade 
fully trust, and they are the brokers. A 
diamond broker is nol uierelya man who 
sells, but one who can sort and appraise. 
Practice is of course necessary in this 
yry :. but a man must be gifted in that 
(lii tion il' he ever hopes for success. In 
New York there are not ten men whose 
judgment about a paper of diamonds is 
conclusive. The trade on both sides — 
that is. tin' importer on one side and the 
manufacturer or retailer on the other — 
rely on these men. An importer does 
notfsellto jewelers directly, but always 
through the broker. When the stones 
arrive the broker sorts them and com- 
pares them with the invoice. That be- 
in^; correct, the broker puts the packages 
in his pocket and goes out to visit the 
trade. He usually returns with a more 
bulky package than lie takes out, the 
stones having been exchanged for checks, 
notes or bills. 

"There is a broker now in the other 
room preparing to go out. We send for 
In in whenever we receive an invoice. He 
gets 1 per cent, on bis sales, and ho is 
now so wi-ll known in the business that 
for working three or four hours a day 
three or four days in the week he can 
earn about $8,000 a year. He adds to 
that income by appraisement and other 
• xpert labor during bis leisure. Rarely 
has he left this office with less than $15,- 
0011 worth of diamonds in his inside 
pocket, and ho has carried !?7o,000 worth 
lit a time. We never dream of asking 
security from him, and in all his dealings 
every stone has been accounted for. Fre- 
quently he accommodates friends at the 
prices which he asks of jewelers. He 
may be useful to you. and you can rely 
on what he says." 

The broker presently appeared ready 
for his rounds. Nothing about him sug- 
gested his occupation. A pickpocket 
would have passed him by as not worth 
the game. Introductions over, the broker 
did some unbuttoning, and drew from 
n pocket close to his shirt a morocco 
poeketbook of perhaps a dozen com- 
partments. The compartments were 
tilled with slips of white paper, which 
the broker took out one at a time with 
habitual caution. Some of the packages 
contained single stones, and in some 
there were matched groups, sparkling as 
only diamonds can. Another package 
contained an assortment of oblong, amber 
colored fragments, which a housewife 
would have boiled unhesitatingly if they 
had been sent to her for tapioca. They 
were uncut diamonds, and worth $1,500. 
The importer's friend selected a pair of 
Email brilliants, although larger ones 
were laid before him for less money. 

• You have the making of an appraiser 
in you."' said the broker. '-Almost any 
jeweler would have chosen the larger 
pair, failing to see that the smaller ones 
are of purer color and greater brilliancy. 
To the ordinary eye the difference in 
quality is not perceptible, except in cer- 
tain kinds of light, when the difference is 
plainly apparent. 1 suppose jewelers 
tills!}* the demands of customers when 
llioy prefer large stones to small ones of 
better ipiality. for size is vastly overrated 
in diamonds. The kind of diamond you 
have chosen is worth $150 a carat. The 
Due you rejected is worth $80 a carat, 
it ml thai difference would unmistakably 
iippear probably just at the time when 
Hie wearers would least like to have it. 
Under goo 1 conditions of light the differ- 
ence would be plain. Vet there are men 
in the business — -the majority of them, I 
might say— -who would rather have 
fl oi) worth of large stones at $10 a 
carat than double the value in stones 
worth $200 ti carat. They can get more 
money for the cheaper stones. 

••There is something about a jewelry 
i. .ie." the broker continued, "that 
t.aikos goods show better in the eyes of 
buyers Ihuu they do anywhere else. A 
Friend of mine vyiirite ! a pair of diamonds 
(or earrings and commissioned me to get 
tliem. It was several weeks befqr I 
li !,ipeii"d to have a pair that I thought 
ivotlld sail him. They were worth 
[,1,50.0. He admired them, but could 
ool unite make up his mind that they 
nere what he wanted. Alter thinking 
Over it for about ten days he decided not 
lo take them, The next day I went into 
a large store up town, While showing 
lay goods to the diamond buyer my 
friend entered the store. 1 was in the 
i) ice. where. lib could not see me. The 
buyer was sent for to wait on my friend, 
iviio wanted to buy some stones that 
could be recommended as first class. 

•• 'If you haven't anything tosuit him,' 
£ said to the buyer, come back to me. I 
think 1 can lit you out.' 

"In a few minutes he came back. I 
(jare him the $1,500 pair. They filled 
my friend's eye completely . He Ixnight 
tliem for $0,500, and went home de- 
lighted. A few das.; later be came to 
inc. glowing over hi- purchase. 1 stopped 
bin) before be bad said much and turned 
narrator myself, I think that before I 
goi through he was almost disgusted 
enough to give the diamonds away. To 
this day they have not given him a mo- 
luent's genuine pleasure. Still, $2,500 
was not a high price for them, according 
to t be jeweler's standard. A large jewelry 
establishment is about as expensive to run 
tis a vaeht, and good profits become a 
necessity. But it would be hard to com- 
fort my friend with that reflection. He 
will begrudge that extra $1,000 to his 
dying day. ' ' — New York Times . 

— Mr. C. V. Hoys has been very suc- 
cessful In drawing out glass and several 
sorts of minerals into extremely thin 
threads. Some minerals, he says, be- 
have like glass, "while others will not 
draw at all, being either perfectly fluid, 
like water, or, when cooler, perfectly 
rigid." Quart/, yields remarkably mi- 
nute threads, "in some cases tapering 
down to a size beyond the power of the 
microscope to resolve." At the proper 
temperature an emerald can also bo 
drawn out into an excessively fine 
thread.— A. Y. Ledger.

Ship New York cleared at San Fran- 
cisco on Tuesday for Nanaimo. 

Steamer Mexico arrived at San Fran- 
cisco yesterday morning, after a good run 
down. 

Bark Majestic, with a cargo of Nanaimo 
coal, arrived at San Francisco on Mon- 
day. 

Bark Bundalcor was towed to sea with 
a cargo of coal for San Francisco from 
East Wellington, yesterday morning. 

Bark Houdou, Capt. Evans, arrived at 
Vancouver on Wednesday evening >n tow 
of the tug Alexander, to load lumber at 
tho Hastings mill. 

Tug Pilot arrived from Moodyvillu yes- 
terday with tho bark Nanaimo in tow. 
The tug returned to the Inlet last even- 
ing to bring down the bark Spartan. 

Bark General Fairchild, 18 days from 
San Francisco, arrived in Royal Roads 
late Wednesday night. Sho was towed to 
East Wellington yesterday afternoon by 
tho Alexander. 

Ship Cyrus Wakefield, which arrived at 
San Francisco on Jan. 30th from Liver- 
pool, made the round trip between tho 
two ports in eight mouths and two days, 
the quickest on record. 

Collier Empire sailod from San Fran- 
cisco for East Wellington on Tuesday, for 
a return cargo of coal. The ship Great 
Victoria sailed for Nanaimo the same day. 

Am. bark Hope has been sold by Lewis 
& Cook, of Honolulu, to Gage, Shattuck 
& Co., of San Francisco, for §8,000. She 
will bo refitted in San Francisco and en- 
gaged in tho fishing and sealing trado in 
Alaskan waters. 

Schooner Gualahi, from Puget Sound, 
with lumber, which went ashoro at San 
Buenaventura Wednesday noon, was 
floated yesterday morning. The mate 
and one seaman put out in a boat to 
inake fast a line. Tho boat capsized 
and the mate was drowned. 

A dispatch received at tho Merchants' 
Exchange, San Francisco, states that tho 
British bark Artist was discovered to bo 
on tiro on October 2nd, and was abandon- 
ed at sea on November 2nd. The Artist 
was an iron bark of 1,371 tons, command- 
ed by Captain Moulton, and owned by W. 
T. Dixon & Sons of Liverpool. Sho left 
Liverpool July 18th last, coal laden for 
Wilmington, Cal. The crew wero landed 
at Valparaiso November 28th. 

Captain Morse, of the ship George F. 
Manson, which arrived at Seattlo a few 
days since, informed a reporter of the 
P. -I. that during the night of February 
2nd ho was within the vicinity of Tatoosh 
lighthouse all night, and when the fog 
raised in the morning he was within half 
a mile of the light, and yet during the ten 
or twelvo hours ho was there tho whistle 
never sounded, The tug master who tow- 
ed him in corroborates his statement.

averting these accidents, if it had been 
placed on our statute books. But oven if 
that measure had provided against 
blown-out shots and coal dust, an analysis 
of the division Ust, journals of 1885, page 
22, would show clearly that it was not a 
party voto at all by which tho "six 
months' hoist'' was carried. The voto 
stood 17 to 7, and amongst those who 
helped to kill the bill wer3 three members 
of the Opposition, viz: Grant, Gulbraith 
and Orr, while of the seven who voted for 
the bill, three were government sup- 
porters. In conclusion, he characterized 
in severe terms of condemnation the cow- 
ardly, heartless and wicked attempt 
which had boon made to make political 
capital out ef these terrible calamities at 
the expense of truth and decency. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mr. Grant said with regard to his vote 
on the six months' hoist of tho Raybould 
bill, it might be that those who did so wero 
now sorry for it. The hon. chiof commis- 
sioner had used strong language in regard 
to motives which were said to have been 
imputed to the government from this side 
of the house, but he should remember that 
a late chiof commissioner had stated on 
tho floor of the house that owing to cer- 
tain men having been kept out of their 
wages during the drydock construction, 
had committed suicide. He trusted that 
the hon. member for Coniox would with- 
draw his amendment, as the question had 
now been fully ventilated. 

Mr. Higgins said he did not think the 
last speaker had placed himself in a 
disgraceful attitude by his confoHsion of 
error in having voted with tho govern- 
ment ngaitist Mr. Ray boald's bill two years 
ago; but could ho ceusuio the government 
now without censuring himself. Every 
man was entitled to change his mind ac- 
cording to new light ho might receive on 
a subject. Tho government proposed in 
the Speech from the Throne to throw ad- 
ditional safeguards around tho miners and 
the member for ConiOX bad two notices 
on the board pointing to the protection of 
coal miners. When the matte? came up 
in an abstract form he would be prepared 
to give any measure his earnest considera- 
tion. He, and he believed every other 
member, would be prepared to support 
the resolut ions of the member for Comox 
if it could be shown that their passage 
would advantage the coal miners; but ho 
could seo no good that would How from 
tho amendment and would ask the mover 
to withdraw it. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said lie would 
withdraw his amendment. 

Clauses 10, 17 and 18, referring to the 
explosions and to additional mining legis- 
lation, passed. 

Clause 111 referred to the crofter 
scheme which was to be submitted to the 
house. 

Mr. Semlin would like to know some- 
thing mora definite in regard to tho 
scheme. 

The leader of the government said the 
crofter commissioner was in the city at 
the present time and was preparing his 
ropoit, and when it was ready it would he 
submitted to the house. No scheme had 
been entered into by the government and 
no scheme that would severely affect the 
finances of the province would bo enter- 
tained; neither would anything be done 
until the house had first approved of it. 

Col. Baker thought if the crofters 
were imported here at. the expense 
of tho Imperial government, well 
and good. But if it was at. the 
expense of the province, he felt there 
would be just ground for complaint from 
tho workingmen of tho province by bring- 
ing a number of other anil poorer laborers 
in competition with them, and it might 
result in a serious charge to the province. 
But if tho financial part of the scheme was 
undertaken by the imperial government 
he thought the introduction of the crof- 
ters with a certain amount of capital 
would be a benefit to the province. 

Hon. Mr. Robson, in explanation, said 
it was not the intention of the govern- 
ment to assume any financial responsi- 
bility, but rather that a number of crof- 
ters should be selected and given free 
homes on the lauds of the province under 
certain conditions. 

Clause 20, referred to proposed amend- 
ments to the constitution. 

Mr. Grant thought it was the duty of 
the government at the time of the inter- 
provincial conference to have sent a dole- 
gate to attend. There were many things 
that should be adjusted between tho prov- 
ince and Dominion, especially in the 
matter of provincial railways, which 
should not bo considered under Dominion 
influence. Provincial voters' li-sts should 
be applied to Dominitgi elections. It 
would bo better for tho provinces to havo 
power to enact their own bankruptcy 
laws. He also thought it was time the 
provincial subsidy should be increased. 
Ho would move an amendment to the 
clause. It was to strike out, all tho words 
in paragraph 20 and to insert the follow- 
ing : 

"Past experience proves that many 
things in the working of tho ' British 
North America Act, 1H(!7,' and its appli- 
cation and interpretation by the federal 
government, works unfavorably to the 
pro\ ince and reduces powers which should 
be exercised by the provincial authorities; 
that tho money subsidies Trom tho federal 
treasury aro not commensurate with our 
requirements and the increasing cost of 
government, whilst at the same timo the 
Dominion government draws a much 
larger sum from the province for customs 
revenue and other sources than at the 
date of union. and we regret 
that your honor's ministers! did 
not provide for a proper represent- 
ation of the province at tho inter-provin- 
cial conference bold at Quebec during the 
last summer of delegates from all the 
provinces, with the exception of British 
Columbia and I'. E. Island, more espec- 
ially as ono of your honor's ministers was 
in Ottawa during the sitting of said inter- 
provincial conference, as we consider so 
favorable an Opportunity to present our 
position to the representative men then 
assembled has never occurred since Brit- 
ish Columbia united her destines with 
Canada." 

Mr. Semlin seconded the amendment. 
He also thought British Columbia should 
have been represented at. tho inter-pro- 
vincial conference, so that our interests 
would havo boon prominontly brought 
boforo tho Dominion. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir thought it an ex- 
traordinary thing that the opposition had 
found fault with tho government's action 
in this matter. Had their representative 
gone to the inter-provincial conference tho 
opposition would have asked what busi- 
ness ho had thoro. Ho did not think 
British Columbia should dance attendance 
at tho call of Mr. Mercier, and could not 
seo in any evout how the executive could 
have sent a representative without first 
having consulted tho legislature. But 
had tho provincial secretary gono to 
Quobeo ho would now havo been taken up 
on the opposite tack. Ho could only con- 
sider the present amendment as an evi- 
dence of a fractious opposition. (Hear, 
hear. ) 

The original clause was carried— 10 to 
(5, Mr. Orr voting with tho ayes. 

Mr. Grant contended that he asked for 
names boforo the original division was 
carried, and said it placed Mr. Orr in a 
peculiar position. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir— Oh, well, tako 
Mr. Orr. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Orr objected to being given away 
without hia consent. 

On a ro-voto on the amendment it was 
lost by 17 to 7. 

Clauses 23, 24, 25, 26 and 27 passod. ( 
Mr. Grant asked when tho half-year's 
financial returns would be submitted. 
Hon. Mr. Robson said the printers 



were working night and day on them, and 
they would be brought down in a few 
days.

THE MAIL SUBSIDY. 

To the Editor: — The Premier's lottor 
to Mr. Baker is in a degree satisfactory, 
in as much as tho assurance is given that 
t lie terms of union will bo adhered to if 
some other equally satisfactory arrange 
mont is not arrived at. Tho agreement 
for tho ocean service was with the provin- 
cial government ratified by statutes of tho 
Dominion parliament artel tho legislature 
of tho province, consequently it can only 
bo varied or annulled by mutual consent 
of the contracting parties. It is as well 
that the Dominion government should ut 
once be given to understand that the 
people of British Columbia will not 
relinquish the absolute certainty of direct 
steam service between San Francisco and 
the province, which can only bo secured 
by a subsidy and an agreement for tho 
performance of a service at stated 
intervals, without which the steuni- 
ship company would only send their 
ships here to suit their own convenience. 
Then with regard to the mail service, 
although we may receive mails more fre- 
quently since tho opening of tho Califor- 
nia ami Oregon railway, yet wo know that 
lino has been blocked for days this winter, 
and that they can be carried more quickly 
by direct steamer than any other way. 
Tho railway service cannot be done in 
much* less than eighty-four hours, whereas 
it can easily bo done by tho steamer in 
sixty hours --a mviny of one day. Notonly 
is this and all railways liable to bo bloeked 
in the winter by the alternate route 
by Oregon, but it iB also liable to deten- 
tion at the mouth of tho Columbia river. 
It in theioforo a wise and ' necessary pro- 
caution to retain our ocean service, which 
is free and open at all times and seasons. 
Tlio postollico should arrange to havo tho 
mails to and from San Francisco forward- 
ed by direct steamer weekly, and on other 
days, as at present, by Puget Sound. If 
timo iB what the PoBtmaBter-G eneral is 
aiming at, this plan would givo tho most 
oxpcditiniiB and convenient sorvice pos- 
sible. No doubt tho legislature now in 
session will, as in duty bound, pronounco 
on this question in an unmistakable man- 
ner at an early day.
